WELCOME  to  our  auction  of  tokens,  medals,  political  memorabilia  and 
diverse  Americana.  Since  June  of  1969,  we  have  issued  74  numbered  sales, 
several  special  unnumbered  sales,  a  joint  sale  with  Bowers  and  Merena 
(The  Dreyfuss  Collection)  and  a  series  of  sales  of  political  items  with 
Tom  Gordon  and  Bob  Coup  under  the  Historicana  banner. 


We  are  in  this  reflective  mood  because  in  April  of  this  year  we  closed  our  retail 
store  after  34  years  of  operation.  No  longer  do  we  greet  a  daily  stream  of  friends 
and  customers.  Some  came  in  just  to  pass  the  time  of  day  and  chat,  while  others  had 
actual  business  to  transact  -  buying  or  selling  those  fascinating  little  pieces  of 
American  history  that  have  captivated  us  all.  Every  day  was  a  treasure  hunt  -  we 
never  knew  what  might  walk  through  our  door.  It  could  be  anything  from  a  Theodore 
Roosevelt  Inaugural  medal  by  Saint  Gaudens  to  the  original  stenographic  notes  of  the 
interrogation  of  Alexander  Butterfield  (“There  were  tapes  in  the  Oval  Office!”) 
More  often,  though,  it  was  a  tax  token  or  a  modern  US  Mint  Indian  Peace  Medal  - 
but  there  was  enough  of  the  good  stuff  to  make  us  look  forward  with 
anticipation  to  the  beginning  of  each  day.  Those  days  are  now  history. 


On  the  other  hand,  we  now  work  in  a  much  more  relaxed  atmosphere  where  we 
can  labor  without  constant  interruption.  We  spend  much  of  our  time  at  the  computer 
researching  and  preparing  lots  for  auction  -  either  for  our  catalog  sale  or  for  eBay. 
eBay  has  proved  to  be  a  real  boon  to  our  hobby.  We  both  buy  and  sell  extensively  on 
it.  After  five  years  at  it,  we  think  we  have  a  handle  on  what  we  should  place  in 
our  own  sales  and  what  we  should  place  on  eBay.  The  secret  of  selling  on 
eBay  is  how  you  word  the  description  -  and  that  statement  is  about  as 

far  as  the  secret  gets  revealed !

William  Henderson  and  John  G.  Gaines  were  in  business 
together  for  only  a  short  period  of  time  at  this  address.  They 
first  appear  in  the  New  Orleans  Directories  in  1838  as 
importers  of  Earthen  and  China  Ware  14  Canal  Street.  In 
1842  the  directory  shows  that  they  moved  their  business  to 
45  Canal  Street.  Rulau  cites  auction  appearance  of  two  low 
grade  examples  of  the  H&G  brass  token.  In  addition,  the 
Zeddies  specimen,  a  cleaned  VF  35/20  was  sold  by  B&M  in 
1990  for  $3960.00.  We  could  not  find  even  one  modem 
auction  offering  of  this  white  metal  token  nor  do  we  know 
of  one  in  any  private  collection  (although  we  would  not  be 
surprised  if  the  Ford  Collection  had  one.)  The  Ford  Hard 
Times  Sale,  with  a  number  of  pieces  selling  for  over 
$50,000.00  has  brought  some  degree  of  uncertainty  to  the 
market  for  great  rarities  such  as  this.  Our  expectation  is  that 
when  the  bidding  for  this  piece  is  over,  the  hammer  will 
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come  down  at  about  $20,000.

Whereas  in  a  common  battery  the  effect  is 
facilitated  by  an  acid,  these  devices  needed  only  “the  natural 
humidity  of  the  skin"  to  cause  a  beneficial  flow  of  electricity. 
This  was  sufficient  to  cure  nearly  any  disease  by  producing  “a 
proper  proportion  of  electricity”  in  the  blood  — or  so 
“Professor"  Boyd  claimed.  Examples  of  the  Boyd  Battery  are 
relatively  common  -  this  is  the  first  specimen  of  the 
Richardson  that  we  have  ever  handled.

The  most  obvious  difference  on  the  obverse  between  the  two 
varieties  is  the  construction  of  the  olive  branch.  On  the 
reverse,  the  differences  arc  more  evident.  The  wreath  has  4 
berries  on  the  medal  illustrated  in  BHM  while  the  present 
piece  has  only  three.  In  addition,  there  is  considerable  differ¬ 
ence  in  the  arrangement  of  the  letters  in  the  inscription 
between  the  two.

Duncan  graduated  West  Point  in  1834.  After  serving  a  year  on 
garrison  duty,  he  became  assistant  professor  of  mathematics  at 
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the  U.S.  Military  Academy.  He  left  this  post  shortly  thereafter 
and  then  served  on  frontier  and  garrison  duty  until  1845.  In 
April  1846,  he  was  made  captain  and  subsequently  participat¬ 
ed  in  the  battles  of  Palo  Alto,  Resaea  de  la  Palma,  Monterey, 
Cerro  Gordo,  Churubusco,  and  Molino  del  Rey;  the  assault  of 
Chapultepec,  and  the  capture  of  Mexico,  receiving  the  brevets 
of  major;  lieutenant-eolonel,  and  colonel.  When  he  died  in 
1849  at  the  age  of  39,  he  was  the  Inspector-General  of  the 
Army. 

The  Duncan  medal,  struck  in  Silver,  Bronze  and  White  Metal, 
has  always  been  one  of  the  most  sought-after  of  Mexican  War 
medals.  The  cataloger  of  the  1864  MeCoy  Sale  pronounced  it 
“rare  in  any  metal”  and  in  the  Bushnell  Sale,  it  was  said  that, 
“The  die  of  this  medal  is  badly  cracked,  and  it  is  probable  that 
few  were  struck..,”.  In  1984,  Carl  Carlson  wrote  that  he  had 
seen  “  only  14  auction  records  since  1859  (8  in  eopper,  4  in 
white  metal,  1  in  silver  -  which  was  last  seen  in  1883!)  This 
example  is  from  our  2002  Hansen  Sale,  #300  and  previously 
from  our  1988  Auetion  #45.  (G-H) 


47  years  elapsed  between  the  time  of  the  battle  and  the  author¬ 
ization  for  the  striking  of  this  medal!  Relatively  few  were 
required  to  be  struek  as  the  average  age  of  the  recipients  was 
probably  between  67  and  70  years.  We  have  never  seen  or 
heard  of  an  awarded  example.  In  1867, 1.F.  Wood  restruck  5  of 
these  medals  in  silver,  and  a  small  but  unknown  number  in 
bronze  and  brass.  They  were  struck  by  George  H.  Lovett  who 
offered  them  for  sale  to  the  publie.  Examples  in  all  metals  are 
elusive.  .

"Ingraham  Smyrna  July  XI  MDCCCLI1I  Rev.  Eagle 
holding  olive  branch  (glory  above)  hovering  over  a  section  of 
a  globe;  above,  “Civil  and  religious  Liberty;"  on  a  scroll 
beneath,  “Mass  Meeting  of  United  Democracies  New- York  to 
Captain  Duncan  N.  Ingraham,  Sept.  22,  1853.”  Solid  copper 
easts,  jointed  and  silver  plated.  Bears  every  evidence  that  this 
is  the  only  way  in  which  they  were  made.  Very  Fine.  Mr. 
Bushnell  particularly  called  our  attention  to  this  medal  as 
being  a  great  rarity,  and  as  we  never  saw  or  heard  of  another, 
it  must  be  excessively  rare."  The  medal  realized  $4.00! 

In  July  1853.  Commander  Duncan  Ingraham  in  command  of 
the  U.S.  Sloop  St.  Louis,  lying  in  Smyrna  Harbor,  rescued  a 
Hungarian  refugee  named  Martin  Coszta,  who  had  become  an 
American  citizen,  from  custody  aboard  the  Imperial  Austria 
brig.  Hussar.  He  had  been  sent  there  after  capture  on  shore  by 
the  Austrian  Consul.  Ingraham  weighed,  and  anchored  his  ves¬ 
sel,  cleared  for  action,  closed  to  the  Hussar  until  the  prisoner 
had  been  delivered  up  to  the  French  Consul-General,  pending 
the  settlement  of  the  matter  by  the  respective  governments. 
Most  U.S.  Mint  medal  collectors  are  familiar  with  this  story 
because  of  the  magnificent  105mm  medal  struck  by  order  of 
Congress  commemorating  this  action.  (MA-26.) 

The  medal  offers  here  conforms  to  the  Bushnell  description 
except  that  it  has  not  been  silver  plated.  Rather,  it  has  a  green¬ 
ish-brown  patina.  We  would  grade  it  a  strong  Very  Fine  with  a 
few  minor  dents  in  the  field  and  with  a  number  of  small  rim 
nicks.

California,  operating  under  the 
name  of  Naglee  &  Co.  His  firm  made  gold  ingots,  one  of 
which,  the  unique  $100  bar,  survives  today.

It  is  not  known  for  certain  who  caused  this  medal  to  be  struck. 
Presumably,  it  was  a  private  effort  by  members  of  Naglee’s 
Brigade.  Curiously,  a  French  medalist  and  the  Paris  Mint  was 
chosen  to  do  the  work.

In  1865,  General  Thomas  was  in  command  of  the  Army  of  the 
Cumberland.  In  October,  “It’s  affairs  were  in  a  most  critical 
condition.  All  communications  with  its  base  of  supplies  was 
cut  off,  an  almost  impassable  river  was  at  its  rear,  from  the 
heights  of  Lookout  Mountain  and  Mission  Ridge,  the  enemy 
looked  down  on  the  beleaguered  force,  slowly  starving  in  its 
stronghold.  Immediate  measures  were  taken  for  its  relief,  and 
from  every  quarter,  troops  were  hurried  toward  Chattanooga  to 
reinforce  the  Army.  All  were  placed  under  command  of 
General  Grant.  To  his  almost  despairing  message  to  General 
Thomas  to  gold  to  hold  the  place,  came  the  cheering  reply, 
‘AVe  will  hold  the  town  till  we  starve.” 

A  gold  specimen  of  this  medal  was  awarded  to  the  general  and 
bronze  specimens  were  given  to  his  brigade  commanders  and 
others.  The  medal  was  struck  by  the  Paris  Mint,  from  dies 
prepared  by  Tiffany  because,  at  the  time,  there  was  no  private 
equipment  available  in  this  country  to  strike  a  medal  this  large. 
This  medal  is  very  rare  and  is  the  only  one  wc  have  ever 
offered.

In  keeping  with  a  tradition  from  the  Civil  War,  the  citizens  of 
Brooklyn,  N.Y.  wished  to  honor  the  sailors  and  marines  who 
served  aboard  the  U.S.S.  Brooklyn,  Commodore  Schley’s 
flagship  and  one  of  the  major  combatents  at  the  naval  Battle  of 
Santiago.  They  did  so  by  striking  this  handsome  medal  which 
was  give  to  all  those  aboard  the  ship.  Approximately  300  were 
so  distributed.

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The  League  was  organized  in  1861  as  a  reaction  to  the  propa¬ 
ganda  of  the  Copperhead  movement  in  the  Border  States.  This 
militant  group  was  dedicated  to  rooting  out  disloyalty  in  the 
Federal  Government  and  demanded  that  Southern  sympathiz¬ 
ers  be  dismissed  from  government  employment.  The  usual 
example  of  this  piece  occurs  in  silver,  which  was  the  metal  in 
which  it  was  struck  and  issued  to  members.  Occasionally  one 
comes  across  copper  and  white  meal  examples,.  Which  we 
presume  to  be  specimen  strikings.  They  are  much  rarer  than 
silver  examples.

Baker  106-109  was  executed  for  the  well-known  collector. 
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Charles  Bushnell,.  Bushnell  told  the  Chapmans  (who  auc¬ 
tioned  his  eolleetion)  that  eaeh  piece  was  unique.  However, 
duplicates  are  known  of  some  of  the  pieces  and  so  it  is  specu¬ 
lated  that  2-3  pieces  of  eaeh  may  have  been  struek. 

The  four  reverses  of  Baker  106-109  were  combined  by  Lovett 
with  two  different  Washington  portrait  obverse  dies  and  struek 
for  Bushnell  in  four  metals.  Again,  each  pieee  was  supposed¬ 
ly  unique,  but  some  duplicates  have  surfaced.  These  combina¬ 
tions  were  so  rare  that  they  were  not  described  by  Baker.  In 
the  1965  Baker  reprint  by  Krause  Publications,  George  Fuld 
noted  in  footnotes  to  106-109,  the  existenee  of  these  two  sets. 
However,  in  the  subsequent  Rulau/Fuld  reprint  of  Baker,  no 
more  than  brief  mention  is  given  to  them.  Indeed,  the  series  is 
confused  by  the  placement  of  a  photo  of  the  unlisted  Third 
Obverse  above  the  description  of  Baker  108  and  by  the  place¬ 
ment  of  a  photo  of  the  unlisted  Second  Obverse  above  the 
deseription  of  Baker  109.  To  further  compound  the  problem, 
there  is  no  picture  at  all  of  the  GEORGE  THE  GREAT  obverse 
that  appears  on  the  Baker  106-109  tokens!

The  first  portrait  of  Washington  (Baker  130)  in  Durand’s 
Series  Numismatica  (a  lengthy  group  of  medals  depicting 
famous  men)  portrayed  an  imaginary  likeness  of  the  American 
President.  Apparently  Durand  was  able  to  obtain  a  realistic 
portrait  as  this  head  by  Duvivier  is  after  the  Houdon  bust.  One 
problem  solved  -  but  another  developed.  A  die  cutting  error 
resulted  in  this  misspelling,  “WASINGTON’. 

The  Series  Numismatica.  issued  in  Paris  by  Pierre  Amedce 
Durand,  commemorates  famous  men  of  all  nations.  The 
medals  are  41 -43mm.  Bronze,  and  appear  to  have  been  struck 
at  the  Paris  Mint.  The  obverse  bears  a  high  relief  portrait  right 
or  left;  the  reverse  gives  dates  of  birth  and  death.  All  inscrip¬ 
tions  are  in  Latin. 

The  scries  began  in  1818  and  ended  in  approximately  1846. 
The  evidence  suggests  that  the  bulk  of  the  series  was  issued 


prior  to  1830,  with  a  few  additional  medals  issued  in  the  mid- 
1840’s.  The  series  was  reissued  in  Munich,  identified  by  the 
word  MONACHII  engraved  on  the  edge.  Plain  edge  examples 
such  as  this  are  much  scarcer  than  those  marked  MONACHII. 
In  some  instances,  there  are  medals  of  the  same  person  by  dif¬ 
ferent  artists  or  with  different  dates.

#199,  $21 .450)  The  ribbon  offered  here  is  attached  to  its  orig¬ 
inal  card  imprinted  with  the  name  of  B.B.  Tilt  &  Son  of  NYC, 
the  purveyor  of  the  ribbon.  Our  guess  is  that  this  ribbon  was 
manufactured  over  the  course  of  many  years  and  to  celebrate 
a  variety  of  occasions.

This  token  was  struck  in  anticipation 
of  that  event  and  illustrates  the  difficulty  in  assigning  a  par¬ 
ticular  token  which  recites  the  inaugural  date  to  the  campaign 
or  the  inauguration.

This  is  an  extremely  rare  token!  In  our  35  year  career  we  have 
handled  three  major  collections  of  Klan  tokens.  The  first  and 
largest  was  our  personal  collection  which  we  sold  intact  to 
Dale  Birdsell  in  the  early  eighties;  the  second  was  the  Arlie 
Slabaugh  Collection  which  we  sold  in  1995  and  the  third  was 
an  extensive  collection  belonging  to  a  Western  Collector 
which  we  auctioned  in  2003.  This  token  was  not  represented 
in  any  of  these  three  collections!  It  is  the  first  of  its  type  that 
we  have  seen  and  is  deserving  of  a  premium  bid.  (G-H)

1927.  Hundreds  of  Klan  folk  and  all  ages  and  both  sexes  are 
pictured  in  their  robes,  hoods  and  military  style  regalia.  Large 
banners  can  be  seen  for  the  “Baltimore  Klan  B  of  the  WKK” 
(Women  of  the  Ku  Klux  Klan)  ;  The  “Lemoyne  Klan/  No. 
253”  and  the  Lemoyne  WKKK  and  finally,  the  “Women  of 
the  KKK/  Waynesboro,  Pa.”  In  the  background  are  other  Klan 
groups,  a  few'  buildings,  many  tents  and  a  variety  of  automo¬ 
biles. 

Some  people  think  that  the  Klan  is  just  a  creature  of  the  South¬ 
nothing  could  be  further  from  the  truth!  The  Klan  was  partic¬ 
ularly  strong  in  the  Midwest  and  in  Pennsylvania.  There  was 
even  a  thriving  Klan  chapter  in  my  home  town  of  Lock  Haven, 
Pa  -  a  small  town  in  central  Pennsylvania.  There  was  not  one 
black  family  in  Lock  Haven,  but  there  were  lots  of  Catholics  , 
and  so  the  Klan  chapter  found  a  puipose.  Curiously,  being 
Jewish  was  not  a  bar  to  membership  in  this  chapter.  My 
uncle’s  father,  Israel  Hurwitz,  when  asked  if  he  wanted  to 
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become  a  member,  protested  that  he  was  Jewish  and  would  be 
an  unlikely  candidate.  He  was  quickly  assured  that  as  long  as 
he  was  not  of  color  or  a  Catholic  (I  sort  of  cleaned  that  up!) 
he  was  welcome  to  join!  (H)

This  popular  toilet  seat  medal  commemorates  an  attack  upon 
Huey  Long  which  left  him  with  a  black  eye.  The  story  of  this 
medal  is  one  of  my  favorites.  Long,  the  venerable  “Kingfish”, 
was  attending  a  party  at  a  country  club  in  Sands  Point,  Long 
Island.,  A  heavy  drinker,  Long  proceeded  to  imbibe  a  bit  too 
much,  and  could  not  retain  his  customary  control  over  his 
physical  movements..  While  standing  in  front  of  the  urinal,  his 
unsteadiness  caused  him  to  soak  the  lower  pants  and  shoes  of 
a  nearby  relief  seeker.  The  surprised  and  angered  victim  turned 
and  promptly  punched  the  inebriated  Long  in  the  eye. 

The  episode  received  wide  publicity,  although  its  most  inti¬ 
mate  details  were  not  publicized.  Seeking  to  embarrass  Long, 
one  national  magazine  started  a  campaign  for  public  subscrip¬ 
tions  for  a  medal  to  reward  the  unknown  assailant.  A  gold 
medal  in  the  form  of  a  toilet  seat  with  a  hanging  bar  was  actu¬ 
ally  struck  by  Medallic  Art  Company,  and  in  the  absence  of  a 
claimant,  was  presented  in  a  formal  black  tie  ceremony  to  the 
American  Numismatic  Society.  MACO  then  struck  a  small 
number  of  silver  and  a  greater,  but  unknown  number  of  bronze 
charms  to  commemorate  the  event.  (F)

Rochette  comments,  “It  has  been  a  custom  of  long  standing  for 
our  Presidents,  and  the  State  Department  to  use  medals  on  spe¬ 
cial  occasions  as  a  gesture  of  friendship  to  foreign  nations  or 
their  representatives,  designed  for  each  for  each  purpose.  One 
of  the  categories  includes  the  little  “appreciation  Medals"  of 
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which  this  Kennedy  piece  is  one.  Production  was  limited  and 
the  President  had  three  hundred  struck  for  distribution  during 
his  trip  to  Ireland  in  1863."  Most  elusive  -  this  is  only  the 
fourth  piece  we  have  handled  in  all  of  our  years  in  the  busi¬ 
ness.  We  last  sold  an  example  in  our  2000  Auction  Sixty 
Seven.  #307  for  S687.50.

OFFICIAL  PRESIDENTIAL 
INAUGURAL  MEDALS  AND  OTHER 
RELATED  MEMORABILIA 

INAUGURAL  EPHEMERA  has  become  increasingly  collectible. 
Interest  was  first  spurred  by  the  listing  in  1989  of  many  of  these 
pieces  in  The  Souvenir  Card  Journal  which  was  later  expanded 
by  a  supplement  in  1991.  This  enabled  collectors  to  know  for 
the  first  time  some  of  what  was  available. 

More  recently,  the  phenomenon  of  eBay  has  brought 
to  the  marketplace  many  inaugural  items  heretofore 
unknown  to  the  collecting  community. 

Inaugural  ephemera  seems  to  be  collected 
in  the  following  distinct  areas: 

(1)  Invitations  and  Tickets  of  Admission  to 
the  Inaugural  Ceremony 

(2)  Invitations,  tickets  and  souvenir  menus 
related  to  the  Inaugural  Ball 

(3)  Inaugural  Programs,  both  official  and  souvenir,  and 

(4)  Tickets  to  the  Inaugural  Parade.  19th  century  items  are 
especially  scarce  and  are  considered  the  most  desirable.

Little  is  known  about  this  unofficial  ball  held  on  March  3rc*, 
the  day  before  Buchanan’s  inauguration.  The  “Assembly 
Rooms”  referred  to  was  Carusi’s  Assembly  Rooms  located  on 
C  Street,  N.W.  between  112™  and  12™  streets.  (Currently  the 
site  of  the  IRS  Building.)  Carusi’s  was  the  site  of  several  pre¬ 
vious  inaugural  balls  beginning  with  John  Quincy  Adams. 
This  is  the  only  piece  of  ephemera  of  which  we  are  aware  that 
relates  to  this  event.  (G)

The  1937  badge  was  the  first  inaugural  police  badge  and  set  the  design  standard  for  the 
Metropolitan  Police  inaugural  shields  until  the  present  day.  An  eagle  facing  left  with  its 
wings  spread  decorates  the  top.  A  view  of  the  Capitol  building  with  the  legend:  MET¬ 
ROPOLITAN  POLICE,  D.C.  dominates  the  center.  At  the  bottom  is  the  inscription: 
INAUGURATION  OF/  FRANKLIN  D.  ROOSEVELT/  JOHN  N.  GARNER/  1937.  This 
design  is  often  referred  to  as  the  “Traditional  Badge". 

The  D.  C.  Metropolitan  Police  Inaugural  badges  are  official  police  shields  issued  for  duty 
only  during  a  brief  period  around  the  time  of  the  Presidential  inauguration.  The  practice 
of  issuing  them  began  in  1937,  when  major  police  departments  throughout  the  country 
were  requested  to  send  to  Washington  a  few  officers  experienced  in  preventing  the  types 
of  crime  prevalent  when  large  crowds  gather.  These  officers  were  given  special  D.C. 
Metropolitan  Police  badges  commemorating  their  participation  in  the  inauguration.  The 
practice  of  inviting  outside  policemen  continued  only  through  the  1957  inauguration. 

Only  one  style  badge,  the  “traditional"  was  issued  from  1937  through  1977  (with  the 
exception  of  1945,  when  no  badge  was  issued).  In  1981,  the  D.C.  Metropolitan  Police 
began  the  now  standard  practice  of  issuing  two  badges.  The  “traditional"  badge  was  dis¬ 
tributed  only  by  the  Chief  of  Police,  while  a  different,  “street"  badge  was  made  available 
for  purchase  by  police  officers.  The  1981  Inauguration  also  marked  the  introduction  of 
special  badges  issued  by  6  other  police  agencies.  This  practice  grew  quite  popular  and 
each  inauguration  since  has  witnessed  additional  police  departments  issuing  their  own 
shields

161.9 
grams.  Moritz  Furst  (Obv.)  &  John  Reich  (Rev.),  Sc.  Fine/  Very  Fine  with  scattrered  field  and  edge  marks  consistent  with  the  grade.  This 
medal  was  apparently  polished  at  one  time  but  has  since  retoned  and  is  visually  attractive.  Obverse  with  a  fur  draped  bust  right  of 
Monroe.  JAMES  MONROE  PRESIDENT  OF  THE  U.S.  A.  D.  1817  around.  The  reverse  bears  Reich’s  PEACE  AND  FRIENDSHIP 
design  struck  from  the  original  die. 


Because  of  his  failing  eyesight,  John  Reich  could  no  longer  execute  the  portrait  die  for  James  Monroe’s  Peace  medal.  As  a  result,  the 
contract  was  given  to  the  artist  and  die  engraver,  Moritz  Furst,  marking  the  first  of  four  Peace  medal  Presidential  portraits  done  by  this 
artist.  According  to  Prucha,  Furst  completed  work  on  the  dies  in  January  of  1819,  but  the  first  completed  medals  were  not  delivered 
until  April  of  1820.  The  original  order  was  for  100  of  each  of  the  three  size  medals.  A  total  of  232  medals  were  actually  struck  and 
delivered;  100  each  of  the  two  smaller  sizes  but  only  32  of  the  largest  76mm  size. 


This  could  be  one  the  rarest  of  all  silver  Indian  Peace  Medals!  It  is  one  of  the  very  few  silver  Peace  Medals  that  the  late  John  Ford  did 
not  have  in  his  fabled  collection.  Indeed,  Ford  told  his  friend,  researcher  and  scholar  Michael  Hodder  in  1993  that  he  didn’t  have  one 
and  said  he  “needs  a  silver  with  2nd  reverse,  it  may  not  exist  with  1st  reverse.”  A  large  size  silver  Monroe  medal  with  a  second  reverse 
does  exist  and  is  in  the  collection  of  the  ANS  (1929.99.1 .)  A  silver  76mm  medal  is  also  in  the  collection  of  the  Massachusetts  Historical 
Society  (we  are  unaware  of  what  reverse  was  used  on  that  medal.)  The  only  auction  offering  of  this  medal  of  which  we  are  aware  was 
in  Thomas  Elder’s  Sale  of  September  27-8,  1929  where  an  example  in  VG  condition  was  sold.  No  mention  was  made  of  what  reverse 
appeared  on  that  medal. 


The  great  rarity  of  this  medal  is  further  attested  to  by  its  absence  in  the  following  collections;  W.  W.  C.  Wilson;  John  Works  Garrett; 
David  W.  Dreyfuss;  Chris  Schenkel;  Lucien  LaRivierre;  Lloyd  Schermer  and  The  Hawes  Collection  at  the  Saint  Louis  Arch.

Obverse 
with  the  legend,  TO  CHARLES  CARROLL  OF  CARROLL¬ 
TON  around  a  bust  of  Carroll  to  the  left.  The  reverse  legend 
reads:  UPON  ENTERING  HIS  90™  YEAR.  SEP.  XX  MDCC- 
CXXVI  and  surrounds  a  wreath  enclosing  the  inscription: 
THE/  SURVIVING  SIGNER/  OF  THE/  DECLARATION  OF/ 

INDEPENDENCE/  AFTER  THE  50™/  ANNIVERSARY. 

The  first  mention  of  the  Edwards  copy  we  can  find  is  in  W. 
Elliott  Woodward’s  1866  Francis  S.  Hoffman  Sale,  #1537 
where  he  offered  a  silver  example  and  stated,  “The  history  of 
this  piece  is  worth  relating.  It  first  appeared  in  an  addendum  to 
a  sale  made  by  Messrs.  Bangs,  Merwin  &  Co.,  to  whom  it 
came  purporting  to  be  a  consignment  from  J.  A.  Allen  of 
Pottsville,  Pa.  Inquiries  were  instituted  concerning  its  origin 
which  failed,  however,  to  elicit  any  information  concerning 
either  the  medal  or  Mr.  J.  A.  Allen.  Thus  the  matter  rested  until 
the  decease  of  a  certain  gentleman  in  whose  collection  the 
dies  were  found,  also  several  impressions  in  various  metals, 
together  with  the  evidence  showing  that  the  dies  were  recent¬ 
ly  made  in  New  York  City.  The  dies  are  now  destroyed,  togeth¬ 
er  with  all  the  metals  struck  from  this,  this  alone  excepted, 
which,  being  unique,  and  very  interesting  on  account  of  its  sin¬ 
gular  origin,  is  by  the  present  owner  thought  to  be  very  valu¬ 
able.  Weight  about  2  oz.” 

While  Woodward  described  this  as  a  counterfeit,  he  did  not 
detail  how  to  tell  it  apart  from  a  genuine  medal.  Robert 
Lindesmith  was  the  first  to  publish  the  difference  stating  that 
on  the  copy  there  is  an  (intentional)  wider  spacing  between  O 
and  N  of  CARROLLTON. 

The  certain  gentleman”  referred  to  above  was  Dr.  Frank  Smith 
Edwards  of  New  York  City  a  serious  numismatist  whose  col¬ 
lection  was  sold  by  Edward  Cogan  in  1865  shortly  after  his 
death.  Dr.  Edwards  was  also  credited  with  being  responsible 
for  the  well-known  copies  made  of  the  1796  Half  cent  and  the 
Immune  Columbia/  Nova  Constellatio.  Little  more  is  known 
about  Dr.  Edwards  and  nothing  is  known  as  to  why  he  went  to  J 
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the  trouble  of  having  a  copy  made  of  the  Carroll  medal.

The  Ford  Collection  had  an  original  example  in  gold,  4  spec¬ 
imens  in  silver  and  3  in  copper.  In  addition  he  had  the  Bushnell 
specimen  of  the  Dr.  Edwards  copy  in  silver.  He  did  not  have 
a  copper  specimen  of  the  Dr.  Edwards  copy.  There  are  only  2 
auction  appearances  of  a  copper  Edwards  medal.  The 
Chapman's  Bushnell  sale  in  1882  had  one  as  lot  #359,  and 
another  appeared  in  Chapman’s  Louis  Lindsay  Sale  a  year 
later  as  lot  #909.  Although  it  was  not  pedigreed  to  the 
Bushnell  Sale,  it  is  quite  possible  that  the  Lindsay  medal  and 
the  Bushnell  medal  are  one  and  the  same  (and  indeed,  that  the 
medal  offered  here  is  in  the  same  line!)  (1+)

H.  Clay”  “The 
above  opinion  of  Mr.  Clay’s  eldest  son  was  kindly  given  at  the 
solicitation  of  the  traveling  agent,  Mr.  R.  C.  Chandler,  who 
visited  him  for  the  purpose  of  showing  the  medal.  The  publish¬ 
er  feels  great  satisfaction  in  presenting  to  the  subscribers

55.6mm.  Copper  bronzed,  with  an  attractive  chocolate  finish. 
Unsigned.  About  Uncirculated.  The  obverse  legend  reads: 
QUINNIPIAK  1 638  THE  DESERT  SHALL  REJOICE  around 
a  vignette  of  a  minister  preaching  to  a  crown  of  settlers;  a  pair 
of  seated  Indians  observing  to  the  left.  The  reverse  bears  the 
legend:  NEW  HAVEN  1 838  AND  BLOSSOM  AS  THE  ROSE 
around  a  water  view  of  the  town  of  New  Haven. 

A  variety  of  this  medal  utilizes  an  entirely  different  obverse 
die.  That  die  is  signed,  C.C. WRIGHT.  Its  most  salient  differ¬ 
ence  is  that  there  are  a  series  of  rays  above  the  mountain  in  the 
left  background.  The  reverses  of  both  medals  are  the  same. 

The  New  Haven  medal  was  struck  in  silver,  bronze  and  white 
metal.  The  bronze  medal  is  scarce,  but  does  turn  up  on  occa¬ 
sion.  The  silver  and  white  metal  examples  are  decidedly  rare. 
As  apparently  elusive  as  these  pieces  are,  it  is  curious  that 
there  were  two  obverse  dies,  one  signed  and  one  unsigned. 
Perhaps  the  original  obverse  die  broke  and  C.C.  Wright  was 
unable  or  unwilling  to  execute  a  new  die  and  other  arrange¬ 
ments  were  made  to  have  it  replaced.  This  example  is  housed 
in  its  round  scuffed  leather  presentation  box.

Not  described  by  Julian.  He  states,  “From  1874  to  1890  the 
Mint  struck  medals  for  the  Denman  School  in  San  Francisco. 

We  have  previously 
sold  medals  from  this  die  combination  that  were  awarded  in 
1876  and  1878,  so  we  are  reasonably  certain  that  this  is  the 
medal  referred  to  by  Julian.  It  is  uncertain  where  this  medal 
was  struck  prior  to  1 874.  It  is  not  inconceivable  that  they  were 
struck  by  the  Mint  even  though  it  is  not  reflected  in  their 
records  available  to  Julian.

Turner  catalogs  the  America  in  Space  medals  as  #44,  howev¬ 
er,  he  makes  no  mention  of  any  76mm  medals.  According  to 
the  research  of  William  Swoger.  the  America  In  Space  medals 
were  struck  with  three  different  obverse  designs  combined 
with  a  common  reverse  design.  Gold  medals,  featuring  a  space 
shuttle  flanked  by  13  stars,  were  struck  in  76  and  23.5mm 
sizes;  Silver  medal  featuring  the  astronaut  on  the  moon,  were 
struck  in  76  and  38mm  sizes  .  The  76mm  medal  was  struck 
with  a  matte  finish  and  came  in  two  thickness:  the  smaller  with 
a  mintage  of  1075  weighs  6  oz.,  while  the  larger  weighs  in  at 
a  massive  12  oz.  and  has  a  mintage  of  3700.  The  Bronze 
medal,  featuring  the  space  shuttle  against  a  partial  US  flag, 
was  struck  only  in  a  38mm  size  in  both  matte  and  proof  fin¬ 
ishes.  In  our  2000  Dusterberg  Sale,  we  sold  an  example  of  this 
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6.5  oz.  Silver  medal  for  $402.50.

SOCIETY  OF  MEDALISTS 


The  Society  of  Medalists  was  formed  in  1930.  Its  purpose  was 
threefold:  (1)  To  develop  in  the  American  people  a  knowledge  and 
appreciation  of  medallic  art;  (2)  to  recognize  and  record,  through 
the  medium  of  medallic  art  notable  events,  personalities  and  cul¬ 
tural  movements  of  the  past  and  present;  (3)  to  encourage  the 
development  of  creative  art.  Since  1930,  when  it  was  founded, 
until  1995,  the  Society  of  Medalists  has  issued  two  medals  per 
year  to  its  members.  The  list  of  sculptors  contributing  to  the  series 
reads  like  a  Who’s  Who  of  the  American  sculptors’  community. 
The  series  contains  some  of  the  finest  art  medals  ever  produced  in 
this  country.  Of  course,  each  medal  is  struck  by  the  Medallic  Art 
Company,  the  premier  producers  of  American  medallic  art. 


In  1973,  after  the  firm’s  move  to  Danbury,  Ct.,  a  decision  was 
made  to  strike  the  new  issues  (From  #87  onward)  in  .999  silver  as 
well  as  in  bronze.  The  first  40  issues  were  also  struck  in  silver  and 
offered  anew  to  Society  members.  The  edition  limit  was  set  at  700. 
This  new  marketing  venture  was  not  as  successful  as  anticipated 
with  the  result  that  silver  strikings  were  officially  discontinued  in 
1980.  The  actual  number  of  silver  specimens  struck  for  individual 
medals  from  this  grouping  varied  from  25  to  200. 


Even  though  the  strikings  in  silver  were  officially  discontinued, 
the  existence  of  silver  medals  in  the  after  #40  and  prior  to  #87 
range  testifies  to  the  fact  that  at  least  some,  if  not  all,  of  these 
issues  were  struck  in  this  metal.  All  of  the  known  specimens  carry 
the  Danbury,  CT.  edgemark  and  the  statement  ,  “One  of  Limited 
issue  of  700.”,  while  only  some  of  them  bear  a  1979  copyright  date. 
We  have  interviewed  a  number  of  former  MACO  officials  and 
employees  from  this  time  period  and  none  of  them  have  any  rec¬ 
ollection  of  there  being  an  official  policy  of  striking  and  selling 
these  silver  medals  to  members.  However,  the  fact  that  some  do 
exist  and  the  knowledge  that  at  least  some  of  them  were  sold  by 
MACO  to  collectors,  compels  us  to  conclude  that  there  was  an 
unofficial  policy  of  selling  them  to  a  cadre  of  interested  buyers 
(probably  from  the  same  group  who  ordered  all  of  the  first  40  sil¬ 
vers.)  There  are  no  known  mintage  records  for  these  silver 
medals.  However,  the  paucity  of  auction  records  leads  us  to 
believe  that  fewer  than  10  of  each  were  struck.

Obverse:  Hunter  &  Dog.  Rx:  Ruffled  grouse.  The  artist  states, 
“I  chose  the  hunter  with  his  dog  because  it  presented  the 
opportunity  of  telling  a  story  embodying  a  human  and  animal 
element.  It  has  been  studied  as  to  correctness  of  detail  so  that 
it  should  have  an  appeal  to  those  who  arc  interested  in  out-of 
door  life.  The  ruffed  grouse  forms  the  reverse.  It  may  be  con¬ 
sidered  as  a  national  game  bird  and  is  distinct  in  character  and 
very  decorative.” 

This  design  for  the  first  SOM  medal  was  accidental.  She  tried 
to  sell  them  a  design  based  on  a  cityscape,  but  it  was  rejected. 
Because  the  SOM  was  in  a  hurry  to  get  up  and  running,  the 
designs  utilizing  Huntcr/dog  and  grouse  were  used  because 
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they  were  hand)  in  her  studio. 

Even  though  the  silver  sinkings  of  the  first  40  SOM  medals 
began  in  1073  when  the  finn  had  relocated  in  Danbury,  Ct., 
the  firm  apparently  used  the  old  “N.Y."  edgemark.  It  is  not 
known  when  they  started  using  the  more  proper  Danbury,  Cl. 
marking.  A  mere  125  medals  were  struck  in  silver  of  Hunter 
and  Dog.  A  silver  example  from  the  Fred  Reed  Collection  in 
our  2003  Litman  Sale  brought  $339.00

Lawrie.  Sc.  The  rim  bears  a  N.Y.  edgemark  and  the  statement,

EVER  A  MAN  SOWETH  is  above  a  Biblical  farmer  sowing 
seed.  .The  reverse  is  inscribed,  THAT  SHALL  THEY  ALSO 
REAP 

The  sculptor  states:  1  chose  a  Sower  for  the  subject  of  this 
medal  because  it  is  a  character  that  I  have  long  admired.  There 
was  a  fanner  in  Illinois  that  1  as  a  boy  liked  to  watch  sow.  1 
can  see  him  now  -  his  stride,  and  the  swing  of  his  arm,  regu¬ 
lar  as  though  timed,  as  he  distributed  the  grain  evenly  over  the 
soil.  My  reason  for  using  the  verse  from  Galatians  is  that  it 
seems  applicable  to  our  age.  All  of  us  are  sowers,  and  we 
should  not  expect  life  to  yield  much  in  return  for  little,  or  lit¬ 
tle  for  nothing,  or  anything  at  all  for  the  mere  wishing  -  either 
in  a  material  or  in  a  higher,  abstract  way. 

A  mere  35  medals  were  struck  in  silver  -  of  the  first  40  issues 
that  were  restruck  in  silver,  this  is  the  second  lowest  mintage.

Original  box  and  descriptive  pam¬ 
phlet.  Obverse  with  a  head  of  Aphrodite  facing  right,  her  name 
above.  The  reverse  shows  a  relay  runner  grasping  the  torch 
from  the  failing  hands  of  the  preceding  runner,  who  falls 
exhausted  to  the  ground.  SWIFT  RUN-/  NERS  inscribed  in 
the  upper  left  field. 

Only  125  medals  were  actually  struck  of  this  medal  in  silver. 

This  was  the  SOM's  6th  issue.  An  identical  piece  brought

Nice 
Uncirculated.  Obverse:  Cherub,  GLORIA.  Reverse:  Bug, 
FAMA.  Original  box  (sides  broken)  and  descriptive  pam¬ 
phlet.  Only  125  medals  were  struck  in  silver. 

The  artist  states.  “Fame  and  Glory  are  symbolized  in  this 
medal  as  the  elements  in  the  life  of  men,  which  the  awarding 
of  medals  is  designed  to  promote  and  to  recognize.  But  the 
artist  has  made  a  subtle  distinction  between  the  Glory  which, 
unsought,  belongs  to  those  who  aspire,  strike  and  sacrifice  for 


a  groat  ideal,  and  that  Fame  which  is  won  by  self-seeking  in 
the  attainment  of  public  eminence  lore  the  gratification  of  per¬ 
sonal  power  and  vanity." 

"The  representation  of  the  cicada  on  the  reverse  of  the  medal 
might  seem,  at  first,  strangely  out  of  keeping  with  the  Latin 
word  Fania  which  it  divides.  The  figure,  however,  relates  to 
the  original  meaning  of  the  term  which  is  not  necessary  high 
repute,  but  rather  public  notice,  so  often  confused  with  fame 
in  its  better  sense.  Thus,  the  cicada,  by  its  noisy  and  shrill  self- 
assertion  gains  wide  hearing,  but  it  is  only  the  discordant 
demonstration  of  an  obstreperous  but  insignificant  creature. 
But  the  symbol  of  Glory,  the  consummation  of  high  achieve¬ 
ment,  is  the  winged  child,  expressing  ingenuousness,  guilc- 
lessness,  faith  and  aspiration,  which,  in  bestowing  the  laurels 
in  conscious  only  of  purity  of  motive  in  the  supreme  attain¬ 
ment  which  glorifies  life  and  labor.  “ 

“The  Fame  and  Glory  medal  is  designed  to  bring  into  contrast, 
the  two  extremes  of  distinction  among  men,  self-assertion  and 
altruism,  by  these  two  unrelated  emblems,  the  cicada  and  the 
child."  (F-G)

The  artist’s  intent  was  to  express  this  thought  of  Seneca’s.  “In 
the  upward  surge  and  force  of  the  figures  that  strain  to  reach 
the  heights  with  Pegasus,  symbol  of  the  spiritual  and  the  ideal. 
I  have  tried  to  convey  the  age  old  inner  urge  of  a  large  portion 
of  humanity  -  its  never  ceasing  struggle  to  free  from  the 
bondage  of  the  sordid  and  material,  is  aspiration  toward  a 
higher  plane  of  existence.  The  reverse  of  the  medal  shows 
rugged  peaks,  symbolizing  the  difficulties  of  life,  rising  high 
above  a  sturdy  little  tree,  which  stands  firm  and  undaunted 
with  uplifted  branches  seeking  to  grow  closer  to  the  stars.  (G)

Obverse:  A  resplendent  American  turkey,  AMERICA. 
Reverse:  ABUNDANCE  around  a  com  stalk. 


The  artist’s  intent  was  to  symbolize  the  abundance  of 
America.  “On  the  obverse  is  the  turkey.  Native  to  this  country, 
it  is  especially  connected  in  our  minds  with  Thanksgiving,  for 
it  was  a  gift  of  the  new  world  to  the  early  settlers.  ...  I  have 
depicted  the  turkey  with  ruffled  feathers,  in  pride  and  the 
vigor  of  its  youth  symbolizing  the  growth  of  Young  America. 
The  corn  on  the  reverse  side  of  this  medal,  is  also  indigenous 
to  America,  having  been  presented  by  the  Indians  to  the  first 
settlers.  There  is  something  especially  beautiful  about  the 
growing  corn,  with  its  long  leaves  rustling  in  the  wind.  The 
flower  appears,  and  finally  the  car,— the  apotheosis  of  the 
com.  The  car  of  corn  which  I  have  depicted  in  triumphant,— 
rhythmic  with  the  pulse  of  life.  It  symbolizes  true  wealth.  It  is 
the  culmination  of  the  harvest,  when  man,  flushed  by  his 
labors  in  the  summer  sun,  gathers  to  his  granaries  the  fruits  of 
the  earth.  The  turkey  and  the  corn  thus  seem  to  me  most  fully 
to  symbolize  the  abundance  which  the  name  of  American  sig¬ 
nifies  among  the  nations.”  125  medals  were  struck  in  silver.

The  rim  bears  a  N.Y.  edgemark  and  the  statement,  “One  of 
Limited  issue  of  700"  Uncirculated.  According  to  the  artist: 
“The  last  30  years  has  shown  a  revival  and  spread  of  interest 
in  competitive  athletic  sports  and  outdoor  life  that  has  no  par¬ 
allel  in  the  history  of  the  world.  The  Modern  Olympic  Games, 

celebrated  for  the  I21*1  time  this  year,  differ  from  those  of 
ancient  Greece  which  included  only  Greek  citizens  from  the 
shores  of  the  eastern  end  of  the  Mediterranean,  chiefly 
because  they  bring  together  men  and  women  as  competitors 
from  all  five  continents  and  of  every  color  from  black  to 
white.

“As  one  who  has  followed  this  great  movement  from  its 
inception  to  maturity  1  have  chosen  two  phases  ol  it  for  the 
thirteenth  medal  issued  by  the  Society.  The  subject  of  the 
obverse  is  SPEED,  illustrated  by  a  formalized  frieze  of  four 
runners  with  three  swans  in  full  flight  above  their  heads.  A 
racing  whippet  is  shown  in  the  exergue.  The  reverse  shows  an 
athlete  in  characteristic  pose,  putting  the  shot,  a  strictly  mod¬ 
em  event  on  the  athletic  program,  not  practiced  in  antiquity.  In 
the  ground  is  the  inscription.  ‘Rejoice,  oh  young  man  in  thy 
youth,"  (Ecc.  1 1 :9),  with  the  monogram  and  date.  100  medals 
were  struck  in  silver.  (G-H) 

ANOTHER,  of  the  same.  But  this  struck  in  bronze.  Choice

Obverse  with  a  central  figure  of  a  farmer  with  his  plow;  a  row 
of  crosses  in  a  cemetery  in  the  right  background.  Three  line 
inscription  above:  MAN  SEEKS/  TO  TURN  FROM  THE/ 
SAVAGERY  OF  WAR.  Dated  1936  at  bottom.  The  reverse 
features  a  winged  figure  of  PEACE  flying  to  the  left. 
Executed  in  a  distinctly  Art  Deco  style. 

This  is  one  of  a  number  of  SOM  medals  illustrating  the  theme 
of  Peace.  Stewart  stated  in  the  pamphlet  that  accompanied  this 
medal  that,  "In  arriving  at  the  subject  matter  for  a  contempo¬ 
rary  medal,  I  was  guided  by  the  belief  that  man's  voice  of 
protest  against  war  is  growing  from  an  inaudible  whisper  to  a 
resounding  concordance,  which  may  bring  ‘between  all  men 
peace  and  good  fellowship.'"  Stewart  was  a  bit  premature 
here,  wasn't  he?  100  medals  were  struck  in  silver.  (G) 

ALL  MANKIND  LOVE  A  LOVER,  SOM  ISSUE  #15. 
1937.  72.7mm.  Silver.  Robert  Aitkin.  Sc.  The  rim  bears  a 
“Danbury,  CT"  edgemark  and  the  statement.  “One  of  Limited 
issue  of  700."  Uncirculated.  Original  box  and  descriptive 
pamphlet.  A  concordant  design.  Obverse:  Love  is  Immortal. 
Reverse:  Love  Creates  Beauty.  Only  100  struck  in  silver. 

Aitken  states  that,  "This  medallion  began  to  enfold  a  sym¬ 
bolic  group  of  two  figures,  interwoven  into  a  composition, 
which  appears  to  penetrate  the  bronze,  so  that  one  side  is  the 
completion  of  the  other.  To  inject  the  thought  that  "Love  is 
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Immortal:  the  winged  scarab,  symbol  of  immortality,  which 
also  seems  to  be  imbedded  in  the  bronze,  was  added.”  On  the 
rear  of  the  scarab  appears  the  designer’s  initials  incised  (in 
reverse).  ...  The  quotation  from  Emerson  “ALL  MANKIND 
LOVES  A  LOVER”  was  chosen  as  a  sequel  to  the  words  of 
Virgil  -  ‘OMNIA  VINCIT  AMOR”  LOVE  CONQUERS 
ALL”.  (G)

Silver.  Chester  Beach,  Sc.  The  rim  bears  a  N.Y  edgemark  and 
the  statement,  “One  of  Limited  issue  of  700.”  Uncirculated. 
Original  box  &  descriptive  pamphlet.  100  struck  in  silver. 
Obverse:  IN  PEACE  SONS  BURY  THEIR  FATHERS  around 
a  group  of  nude  young  men  carry  the  deceased  on  a  stretcher. 
Reverse:  IN  WAR,  RATHERS  BURY  THEIR  SONS  around 
an  elderly  man  walking  with  the  aid  of  a  cane  carries  his  dead 
son  over  his  shoulder. 

Beach  comments  on  this  medal  as  follows:  “The  thought  of 
the  medal  is  a  simple,  universal  one  when  men  pause  to  think 
straight;  for  that  reason  I  have  designed  the  medal  as  of  no 
particular  period.  The  Greeks  probably  put  it  most  tersely:  “In 
Peace  the  Sons  bury  the  Fathers  ,  in  War,  the  Fathers  bury  the 
Sons.”  Are  out  young  men  to  be  buried  almost  before  mature 
manhood,  under  long  rows  of  stone  crosses,  or  are  they  to 
round  out  their  lives  and  in  turn  be  buried  in  reverence  by  their 
sons  in  peace?  A  thought  to  keep  well  before  our  vision  as 
present  war  clouds  again  surround  us.”  (G)

#17,  1938.  70.3mm.  .999  Silver.  The  rim  bears  a  N.Y.  edge- 
mark  and  the  statement,  “One  of  Limited  issue  of  700.”  A. 
Stirling  Calder,  Sc.  (MACO)  Uncirculated.  Original  box  & 
descriptive  pamphlet.  100  struck  in  silver.  Obverse:  THE 
DANCE  OF  LIFE  BEGINS  EARLY  AND  GOES  ON  around 
a  kneeling  figure  of  a  mother  holding  her  child.  The  reverse 
portrays  the  dancing  figure  of  the  Protagonist  in  the  center 
flanked  by  the  figures  of  Pleasure  and  Pain.  (H)

The  artist  states,  “On  this  medal  I  have  shown  the  pronghorn 
antelope  and  the  brilliantly  colored  wood  duck.  Both  were 
fighting  for  existence  a  few  years  ago.  But  through  the  efforts 
of  conservationists  they  have  rallied,  though  American’s  only 
antelope,  like  many  other  animals,  exists  almost  entirely  on 
reservations.  Land  has  been  drained  and  improved,  but  the 
duck  has  been  left  without  breeding  ground,  and  the  game  bird 
without  cover . The  way  to  save  them  is  to  attempt  to  pro¬ 

vide  them  with  conditions  under  which  they  will  thrive,  and 
not  to  kill  them.  There  are  many  of  us  who  will  fight  for  them, 
that  we  may  see  them,  not  only  behind  glass,  but  walking,  run¬ 
ning,  flying  and  swimming  as  they  fulfill  the  mission  for 
which  they  were  created.  “  (G)

Original  box  & 
descriptive  pamphlet.  The  artist’s  intent  was  to  illustrate  two 
of  Aesop’s  fables.  “The  Kite,  Hawk  and  Pigeons.  The  Pigeons 
finding  themselves  represented  by  the  Kite,  made  choice  of 
the  Hawk  for  their  Guardian.  The  Hawk  sets  up  for  their  pro- 
tector;  but  under  the  countenance  of  that  Authority,  makes 
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more  havoc  in  the  Dovehouse  in  two  Days  than  the  Kite  could 
have  clone  in  twice  as  many  months.  The  Moral.  Tis  a  dan¬ 
gerous  thing  for  People  to  call  in  a  powerful  and  ambitious 
Man  for  their  Protector;  and  upon  the  Clamour  of  here  and 
there  a  Private  Person,  to  hazard  the  whole  Community.  A 
Dog  and  a  Shadow.  As  a  Dog  was  crossing  a  River  with  a 
morsel  of  Food  in  his  Mouth,  he  saw  (as  he  thought)  another 
Dog  under  the  Water,  upon  the  very  same  adventure.  He  never 
consider'd  that  the  one  was  only  the  Image  of  the  other,  but 
out  of  Greediness  to  get  both,  he  chops  at  the  Shadow,  and 
loses  the  Substance.  The  Moral.  All  covet,  all  lose:  which  may 
serve  for  a  Reproof  to  those  that  govern  their  lives  by  Fancy 
and  Appetite,  without  consulting  the  Honour  and  Justice  of  the 
case." 

The  edge  of  this  silver  medal  makes  no  reference  to  it  being 
from  the  Society  of  Medalists  series.  It  is  marked  only, 
“Medallic  Art  Co.  N.Y.  999+  Pure  Silver."  However,  it  is 
accompanied  by  a  printed  piece  of  paper  stating,  "Due  to  the 
extremely  high  relief  of  issue  21  we  were  unable  to  use  the 
standard  roller  stamp.  The  brochure  enclosed  with  the  medal 
will  identify  this  medal  but  the  Society  of  medalists  would 
like  to  assure  you  that  issue  21  is  .999  fine  silver  and  a  limit¬ 
ed  edition  of  700.  In  actuality,  only  100  medals  were  struck  in 
silver.  (G)

Silver.  Janet  De  Coux,  Sc.  The  rim  bears  a  N.Y.  edgemark  and 
the  statement,  "One  of  Limited  issue  of  700.”

On  the  obverse  ,  the  sluggard  lies  asleep  beneath  a  tree  at  the 
noon  tide.  The  sun  is  high,  but  he  sleeps  on  with  his  compan¬ 
ion  the  snail.  On  the  reverse  are  three  soldier  ants.  De  Coux 
states,  "The  organization  of  an  any  colony  is  so  marvelous  that 
man  seems  clumsy  and  airless  in  comparison.  We  fight  and  die 
to  maintain  that  which  to  them  is  the  simple  direct  working  of 
a  society.  There  is  a  profound  lesson  to  learn,  so  profound  that 
it  can  only  be  grasped  when  the  necessity  for  life  and  survival 
becomes  completely  conscious  to  the  civilized  world.”  100 
medals  were  struck  in  silver.  (G)

73.2mm.  Silver.  Brenda  Putnam,  Sc.  The  rim  bears  a  N.Y. 
edgemark  and  the  statement,  "One  of  Limited  issue  of 
700."Uncirculated.

Obverse:  Man  with  airplane.  Reverse:  Bird  in  flight. 

The  artist  states,  "Although  this  medal  is  issued  during  a  peri¬ 
od  when  the  entire  world  is  engaged  in  a  gigantic  struggle  on 
land,  at  sea,  and  in  the  air,  the  theme  of  the  medal  is  not  war¬ 
like.  The  lad  is  no  warrior,  and  the  bird  no  eagle.  Rather  does 
the  design  concern  itself  with  man's  creative  struggle  to  win 
supremacy  in  a  vast  new  region.  -  the  air.  The  war  proves  only 
too  well  the  appalling  destructive  power  of  fighting  and 
bombing  planes.  But  beyond  the  war  -  and  there  will  surely  be 
a  beyond  =  there  are  infinite  possibilities  for  constructive  and 
humanitarian  activities  in  man’s  conquest  of  the  air.” 

"One  side  of  the  medal,  therefore,  pays  tribute  to  every  aspir-

ing  youth  who  fashions  his  model  plane,  and  discovers  for 
himself  why  it  flies  -  or  doesn’t.  The  other  side  shows  a  bird 
in  effortless  flight,  -  the  basic  aspiration  for  one  of  man’s  lat¬ 
est  and  greatest  achievements.”  100  medals  were  struck  in  sil¬ 
ver.  (G) 

615.  SOM  #36,  1947.  72.8mm.  Silver.  Henry  Kreis,  Sc.  The  rim 
bears  a  "Danbury,  CT.”  edgemark  and  the  statement,  "One  of 
Limited  issue  of  700.”  Uncirculated,  with  a  bit  of  light  tarnish. 
Obv:  The  Wise  Virgins.  Rx:  The  Foolish  Virgins. 

The  artist  states,  "The  story  of  the  fix  e  wise  and  the  five  fool¬ 
ish  virgins  appeared  first  in  the  New  Testament.  The  few  lines 
by  Tennyson  on  the  reverse  of  the  medal  will  recall  it  to  those 
who  should  have  forgotten  it.  It  used  to  be  a  popular  subject 
matter  on  early  cathedrals  ,  probably  because  the  arrangement 
of  the  ten  figures  and  also  the  two  different  types  of  character 
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lends  itself  to  countless  variations” 

ktOn  a  medal  it  was  logical  to  use  one  type  for  each  side  and 
so  it  came  about,  that  one  of  the  wise  virgins,  who  of  course 
had  to  get  the  place  of  honor,  forms  an  orderly  group  with  the 
four  others  of  her  kind.” 

It  was  the  poor  girls  on  the  reverse,  who  had  my  sympathy. 
They  are  a  bit  too  small  to  show  their  distress  is  facial  expres¬ 
sion  but  perhaps  the  whole  arrangement  on  the  stairs  betrays 
their  state  of  confusion.  The  two  alley  cats,  who  passed  in  the 
night,  stood  there  and  pitied  them  and  wondered  what  it  was 
all  about  and  helped  nicely  to  tie  the  lettering  to  the  figures., 
which  was  another  reason  they  had  sneaked  into  the  picture.  “

The  artist  states,  “On  the  one  side  of  my  medal  is  a  singing 
maiden  with  a  lyre,  in  a  setting  of  natural  fields;  expressing 
“Harmony.”  On  the  reverse  side:  the  contented  workers  in  the 
field  express  harmony  in  cooperation  with  nature  in  the  culti¬ 
vation  of  the  soil.  The  church  and  home  in  the  background 
suggest  the  spiritual  life;  thus  I  have  tried  to  express  the  per¬ 
fect  balance:  work,  love  and  play,  which  invites  I  believe  and 
creates  in  man’s  mind  and  heart,  “Tranquillity.”  (G)

Fraser’s  belief  that  “...in  art  wherever  possible  we  should  use 
the  lore  of  our  people”  is  in  evidence  with  this  medal.  To 
Fraser,  the  Pony  Express  and  the  Prairie  Schooner  were  two  of 
the  most  romantic  and  important  subjects  of  our  pioneer  days. 
The  wagon  appearing  on  the  reverse  is  a  direct  copy  of  that 
used  on  the  obverse  of  Fraser’s  Oregon  Trail  commemorative 
half  dollar.  This  medal  was  the  45th  issue  of  the  Society  of 
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LOT  617 

Medalists.  Only  964  medals  were  struck  in  bronze.  (G)

This  medal  was  part  of  a  1993  promotion  called,  “The 
Designers  of  American  Coinage  Special  Issue.  “  This  set  con¬ 
sisted  of  4  SOM  medals  in  silver  and  a  silver  example  of 
Victor  D.  Brenner’s  Motherhood  medal  from  the  Circle  of 
Friends  scries.  The  four  SOM  medals  were  #6  by  John 
Flanagan’  #12  by  Anthony  DcFrancisci;  #39  by  A.  A. 
Weinman  and  #445  by  James  Earle  Fraser.  Displayed  with 
each  of  the  medals  was  an  example  of  the  coin  which  was  also 
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designed  by  the  medalist.  e.g.  a  buffalo  nickel  next  to  Fraser's 
Poin  Express  medal.  The  medals  and  the  coins  were  all 
housed  in  a  large  wooden  presentation  box  According  to 
Donald  Scarinci,  a  scholar  of  the  SOM  series,  about  300  sets 
were  actually  sold  out  on  an  edition  of  1200.

The  artist  states,  “  It  is  common  knowledge  that  a  law  of  con¬ 
trast  governs  everything  or  earth.  Thus  there  is  light,  but  with 
it  darkness  also.  And  if  it  rains  it  will  be  followed  by  sunshine. 
And  sorrow  by  joy.  If  one  see  ugliness  he  will  see  beauty 
too...  Therefore,  if  hardship  exists  in  life  its  counterpart  could 
very  well  be  ease  or  fun.  So  why  not  be  happy  for  a  moment 
and  forget  the  former  and  contemplate  the  latter?  In  this 
frame  of  mind  I  planned  the  subject  mailer  of  the  medal  I  had 
originally  intended  to  be  a  small  bas-relief. 

Of  all  the  subjects  1  could  have  chosen  to  express  the  idea

Beginning  with  the  Treaty  of  Paris  in  1793,  a 
number  of  attempts  were  made  to  settle  these  boundaries 
including  the  appointment  of  William  I  as  arbitrator  in  1829. 
His  decision  in  1831  was  turned  down  by  the  Americans 
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because  it  gave  some  5000  square  miles  of  land  to  Canada 
whieh  Maine  elaimed  as  its  own.  It  was  not  until  the  Webster- 
Ashburton  Treaty  of  1 842  that  the  land  questions  were  settled 
and  not  until  1925  that  the  Second  Treaty  of  Washington  set¬ 
tled  the  water  boundary  problem. 

This  is  a  rare  medal  in  both  silver  and  bronze.  The  only  mod¬

Awarded  specimens  of  this  medal  are  known  with  award 
inscription  on  the  edge.  Specimens,  awarded  or  not,  are  quite 
rare  as  the  medal  was  awarded  for  only  a  very  few  years. 


This  is  the  only  the  second  example  we  have  seen.  The  first,

rial  to  Brown  and  his  sons  and  companions  who  were  victims 
of  their  devotion  to  the  cause  of  liberty  to  the  blacks. 

A  gold  impression  of  this  medal  was  presented  to  Mrs.  Brown 
and  was  later  donated  to  the  Kansas  Historical  Society.  The 
Ford  Collection  had  two  silver  and  4  bronze  specimens  - 
apparently  Mr.  Ford  thought  so  much  of  this  medal  that  he 
acquired  every  one  that  he  saw.  He  bought  both  of  the  silver 
examples  in  the  Garrett  IV  Sale  and  a  bronze  example  from 
our  December  1970  Sale  in  addition  to  private  treaty  pur¬ 
chases  in  1969  and  1976  and  from  the  Wayte  Raymond  Estate. 
Three  of  the  Ford  pieces  were  nice  uncirculated  examples  and

When  we  first  saw  this  badge,  we  were  unsure  of  its  issuing 
authority.

We  drew  a 
blank.  We  then  remembered  that  the  ANS  has  an  online  cata¬ 
logue  of  its  holdings  and  it  was  here  that  we  hit  paydirt. 
#1967.225.430  is  an  identical  badge  with  a  complete  inscrip¬ 
tion  on  the  reverse!

Henry  Meiggs,  an  American,  was  the  visionary  creator  of  one 
of  the  most  audacious  railroads  in  the  world.  He  left  the 
United  States  under  a  financial  cloud  and  went  to  Chile,  where 
he  was  active  building  railroads.  When  he  again  got  into 
financial  difficulty,  he  went  to  Peru  where  he  entered  into  con¬ 
tracts  with  the  government  for  the  construction  of  no  less  than 
eight  different  rail  lines.  C.E.  Bryant  was  an  American  die- 
sinker  located  in  Lima.  He  did  at  least  two  medals  for  Meiggs 
commemorating  his  railroads.  (G)

The  Women’s  Loyal  National  League  was  formed  in  1863  to 
agitate  for  the  13th  Amendment  ending  slavery.  It  was  organ¬ 
ized  by  Elizabeth  Cady  Stanton,  Susan  B.  Anthony  and  other 
women  whom  we  would  ordinarily  associate  today  with  the 
cause  of  women’s  suffrage.  It  was  the  first  national  women’s 
political  organization.  Through  the  WLNL,  5,000  women 
gathered  400,000  signatures  to  persuade  Congress  to  pass  the 
13th  Amendment  guaranteeing  the  freedom  of  African 
Americans.  Even  though  the  League  disbanded  in  August  of 
1864,  it  was  an  important  antecedent  to  the  various  women’s 
suffrage  organizations  that  followed. 

This  badge  is  apparently  a  significant  rarity.  We  initially 
thought  that  it  might  have  been  some  kind  of  a  general  mem¬ 
bership  pin  issued  to  all  members  of  the  New  York  organiza¬ 
tion.  However,  its  quality  and  rarity  would  seem  to  dictate 
against  that.  Perhaps  it  was  intended  for  officers  only  or  was 
available  for  purchase  by  motivated  members.  In  any  event, 
this  is  a  wonderful  historic  relic  of  our  nation’s  history  with 
important  links  to  both  the  anti-slavery  and  the  women’s  suf¬

On  March  6,  1775,  Prince  Hall  and  14  men  of  color  were 
made  masons  in  Lodge  #441  of  the  Irish  Registry  attached  to 
the  38th  British  Foot  Infantry  at  Castle  William  Island  in 
Boston  Harbor,  Massachusetts.  It  marked  the  first  time  that 
Black  men  were  made  masons  in  America.  The  Grand  Lodge 
of  England  issued  a  charter  on  September  29,  1784  to  African 
Lodge  #459,  the  first  lodge  of  Blacks  in  America. 

African  Lodge  #459  grew  and  prospered  to  such  a  degree  that 
Worshipful  Master  Prince  Hall  was  appointed  a  Provincial 
Grand  Master,  in  1791,  and  out  of  this  grew  the  first  Black 
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Provincial  Grand  Lodge.  Today,  the  Prince  Hall  fraternity  has 
over  4.500  lodges  worldwide,  forming  44  independent  juris¬ 
dictions  with  a  membership  of  over  300.000  masons. 

Storer  lists  this  piece  only  in  gilt  bronze  and  does  not  identify 
the  white  man  as  John  Brown.  Our  belief  that  the  white  man 
is  Brown  rests  upon  his  obvious  connections  with  blacks,  the 
fact  that  both  he  and  his  son  were  masons,  and  his  unusual 
long  flowing  beard.  We  have  never  before  seen  this  medal 
and  believe  it  to  be  extremely  rare.  (G)

The  Grolier  Club,  named  after  the  French  bibliophile,  Jean 
Grolier  (1470-1565)  issued  a  number  of  art  plaques  honoring 
famous  American  writers.  Other  Grolier  Club  plaques  honor 
James  Russell  Lowell  by  Charles  Calverley  (1895);  Edgar 
Allen  Poe  by  Edith  Woodman  Burroughs  (1909)  ;  Henry 
Wadsworth  Longfellow  by  John  Flanagan  (1911)  and  Ralph 
Waldo  Emerson  by  Victor  D.  Brenner  (1911). 

The  large  “A”  at  the  top  of  this  plaque  is  a  reference  to 
Hawthorne’s  best  known  work,  k‘The  Scarlet  Letter”.  The 
sculptor,  Ringel  DTlIzach  ,  is  little-known  today.  Insofar  as 
we  know,  this  is  his  only  medallic  effort.

the  illusion  of  a  vast  expanse.  The  empty  space  which  sur¬ 
rounds  the  austere,  solemn,  allegorical  figures  heightens  the 
powerful  emotion  of  the  scenes.  The  figures  themselves,  with 
their  classical  restraint,  have  been  compared  to  Greek  statu¬ 
ary.”

The  English  bom  Kitson  (1863-1947)  moved  to  the  United 
States  as  a  young  man  and  became  a  well-known  regional 
sculptor  in  New'  England.

He  is  known  to  have  done  a  fair  number  of 
busts  and  monuments,  but  is  credited  with  only  three  medals;

The  Gilman  School  was  the  first  country  day  school  in  the  US. 
It  was  founded  in  1897  as  The  Country  Day  School  for  Boys 


and  was  located  in  the  Homewood  mansion  on  the  Johns 
Hopkins  University  campus  in  Baltimore.  In  1910,  the  school 
moved  to  its  current  68  acre  campus  in  Roland  Park  and 
changed  its  name  to  The  Gilman  Country  School  for  Boys.  It 
was  named  after  Dr.  Daniel  Coit  Gilman,  the  first  president  of 
John  Hopkins  w'ho  w'as  instrumental  in  founding  the  school. 
In  1951 ,  "Country”  was  dropped  from  the  school  name. 

This  award  was  established  in  1903  in  honor  of  Judge  William 
A  Fisher,  the  first  President  of  the  Board  of  Trustees.  It  is 
given  only  to  a  boy  of  the  fifth  or  sixth  form  who  has  been  in 
the  school  for  three  consecutive  years  and  who  has  achieved 
"high  academic  standing  and  who  has  rendered  the  highest 
service  that  can  be  rendered  the  school  by  leadership  based  on 
the  influence  of  character.”  The  award,  in  this  large  8  1/2” 
size,  has  been  made  annually  since  1903. 

Perhaps  no  American  medalist  has  been  studied  and  cata¬ 
loged  as  extensively  as  Victor  D.  Brenner.  Glenn  Smcldey’s 
reference  work  is  quite  comprehensive  and  the  number  of  new 
works  that  can  be  added  to  his  listing  are  few  and  far  between. 
Thus  the  introduction  of  this  new  piece  to  the  numismatic  fra¬ 
ternity  assumes  added  significance.  ($1000+)

The  Circle  of  the  Friends  of  the  Medallion  was  formed  in 
Manhattan  in  1909.  They  were  self-described  as  ...”a  band  of 
artists  and  lovers  of  the  arts,  of  both  sexes,  who  hope  to 
encourage  in  the  public  a  taste  for  small  sculptures  and  espe¬ 
cially  bas-relief.”  The  designs  were  chosen  by  a  committee 
and  the  medals  issued  by  the  Circle  went  to  members  only, 
without  charge  beyond  the  annual  dues.  The  Circle  issued 
twelve  medals  each  in  a  limited  edition  of  500,  some  of  them 
historical,  others  expressing  abstract  ideas.  The  medals,  when 
issued,  were  housed  in  pasteboard  holders  in  books  which  also 
included  letterpress  describing  the  theme  of  each  medal  and 
information  about  the  sculptor  who  designed  it.  Stamped  in 
gold  on  the  cover  of  the  twelve  books  is  a  portrait  on  medal- 
lie  form  of  Pisanello,  the  Italian  Renaissance  sculptor  who 
first  developed  the  commemorative  medal  from  the  coin.  The 
series  ended  in  1915.  The  Lafayette  medal  was  the  Fifth  issue 
of  the  Circle  and  is  housed  in  its  original  brown  hardbound 
book.  The  book  is  in  excellent  condition  with  the  exception 
of  the  last  page  which  has  a  long  horizontal  tear.  (F)

In  our  2000  Auction  Sixty  Seven,  We  described  for  the  first 
time  a  series  of  33  portrait  medals  sculpted  by  Jeno  Jusko 
and  marketed  by  Thomas  Elder.  Jeno  Jusko  was  a  talented 
and  prolific  American  medalist  whose  work  has  gone 
relatively  unappreciated.  Like  Julio  Kilenyi,  he  left  a 
large  body  of  work  which  cries  for  some 
interested  researcher  to  catalogue. 

Briefly,  we  stated  that  the  medallions  were  made  of 
“Corinthian  bronze”  and  were  issued  “solidly  riveted  to  hand¬ 
some  solid  walnut  panels.”  They  were  made  in  three  sizes; 
13”  mounted  on  a  16x19”  panel  ($10.00);  7”,  mounted  on  a 
9  1/2x12”  panel  ($5.00)  ,  and  4”  on  a  6  1/2  x  8  1/2”  panel 
($1 .50)  .  The  middle  size  was  the  most  popular  -  we  have 
never  seen  examples  of  the  other  two  sizes. 

Elder  grouped  the  portraits  into  three  categories.  Celebrated 
Musicians  and  Composers;  Beethoven;  Chopin;  Liszt; 
Mendelssohn;  Mozart;  Schubert,  Wagner  &  Weber.  Poets; 

Authors,  etc.;  Bryant,  Burns.  Byron.  Darwin,  Dickens, 
Goethe,  Holmes,  Hugo,  Longfellow,  Lowell,  Mark  Twain, 
Milton,  Poe,  Schiller;  Shakespeare,  Tennyson,  Voltaire,  Walt 
Whitman,  and  Whittier.  Presidents  and  Rulers;  Grant, 
Jefferson,  Lincoln,  Roosevelt,  Washington  &  Kaiser  William 
II.  Each  piece  was  cast  by  the  Metal  Products  Mfg.  Co.  in 
“Corinthian  Bronze”.  Now  that  we  have  had  an  opportunity  to 
examine  unmounted  specimens  of  these  plaques,  we  can 
report  that  “Corinthian  Bronze”  is  actually  a  base  metal 
(which  we  will  call  White  Metal)  which  has  been  bronzed.

The  medal  is  housed  in  its  original  green  plush  leather  pres¬ 
entation  case,  the  front  of  which  is  embossed:  CARNEGIE/ 
MEDAL.  According  to  the  Carnegie  Commission,  “O. 
Herman  Henderson  died  attempting  to  save  Katherine  Milek, 

13,  from  drowning,  Sturgis,  South  Dakota,  August  12,  1917. 
Katherine’s  brother  attempted  to  swim  across  a  reservoir  with 
her  on  his  back,  and  they  got  into  difficulty  when  the  water 
was  about  10  feet  deep.  Henderson,  23,  farmhand,  and 
Katherine’s  sister  swam  50  feet  to  them,  and  Katherine’s  sis¬ 
ter  took  charge  of  her  brother.  Henderson,  after  he  had  reached 
Katherine,  became  distressed,  and  they  became  separated. 
Katherine  sank  and  was  drowned.  A  man  waded  to  within 
reach  of  Henderson  and  took  hold  of  him,  but  he  got  in  water 
over  his  depth  and  released  his  hold,  and  Henderson  sank  and 
was  drowned.”  (G-H)

A  few  years  after  establishing  the  Hero  Fund  in  the  United  States,  Carnegie  decided  to  launch  them  in  foreign  countries.  Today  medals  are 
awarded  by  funds  in  France,  Norway,  Switzerland,  Netherlands,  Sweden,  Denmark,  Belgium,  and  Italy  (G)

Our  friend,  the  Manship  scholar.  Bob  Mueller  has  described  the  Saint  Joan  medal  as  follows.  'The  obverse  displays  a  majestic  Saint  Joan 
on  horseback,  clad  for  battle,  her  legs  straight  forward  in  the  saddle  and  in  her  left  hand  carrying  a  long  flowing  banner  emblazoned  with 
fleur-de-lis.  Her  horse  prances  in  anticipation,  with  its  right  front  leg  raised  high  pawing  the  air  while  an  angel  hovers  above  her  like 
some  heavenly  squire  offering  a  heavy  broadsword.  Again  the  fleurs-de-lis  appear,  bracketing  the  inscribed  JEANNE  D'ARC’.  The 
reverse,  on  the  other  hand,  compared  to  the  heraldic  grandeur  of  the  obverse  is  grim  in  its  unforgiving  portrayal  of  Saint  Joan  praying  at 
the  stake.  As  in  the  Konti  medal,  the  ring  of  dots  seems  an  aura,  only  this  time  of  holiness  rather  than  one  of  love  and  magical  bonds. 
A  hand  descends  from  heaven  to  crown  her  with  a  laurel  as  the  flames  rise  around  her  in  acknowledgement  of  her  holy  victory.  The 
inscription:  “LA  VIERGE  HEROIQUE  ET  MATYRE  MCCCCXXXI."  borders  the  rim  and  further  draws  the  eye  inward  toward  the  suf¬ 
fering  figure  of  the  saint." 

The  Saint  Joan  is  Manship's  effort  to  create  the  look  of  a  Renaissance  cast  medal.  Harry  Rand  relates  how  Manship  set  about  doing  this. 
“To  achieve  his  effects,  Manship  first  formed  a  rough  plasticine  model  from  which  was  taken  a  plaster  mold;  a  considerable  amount  of 
detail  was  carved  into  this  plaster  before  a  positive  cast  was  taken  and  corrections  were  also  made  in  the  second  cast.  This  process  was 
repeated  -  possible  through  several  molds,  and  casts,  with  continual  refinements  introduced  to  sharpen  the  clarity,  composition,  and 
detail  of  the  whole  -  before  a  model  was  presented  to  the  founder  for  casting  in  bronze.  In  order  to  impose  the  discipline  of  forcing  con¬ 
centrated  details  into  a  restricted  area,  Manship  used  smaller  models  than  other  sculptors  had,  even  though  his  models  were  to  be  reduced 
mechanically  for  striking.  Walker  Hancock  recalled  that  “the  model  for  the  Jeanne  d'Arc  Medal,  for  example,  was  only  six  inches  in 
diameter.  The  effect  of  technique  upon  style  was  a  constant  concern." 

Mueller  relates  an  interesting  story  concerning  the  Saint  Joan  medal  and  Isabel  Stewart  Gardner  who  was  the  reigning  queen  of  Boston 
society.  Manship  presented  her  with  a  copy  of  the  medal  of  which  she  became  immediately  enamored  and  in  an  effusive  letter  of  thanks 
wrote  to  the  sculptor:  T  carry  it  around  with  me  everywhere,  my  'paperweight/  Looking  at  it  and  feeling  it  give  me  so  much  pleasure. 
Oh  it  is  too  beautiful!  Jeanne  d'Arc  is  one  I  love  and  this  is  the  best  of  her  1  know...  1  do  not  need  a  reminder  of  you,  whom  I  have  so 
near  my  heart.  May  the  future  bring  us  oftener  together/’ 

The  medallion  offered  here  is  identical  to  the  71 .6mm  medal  which  is  considered  the  final  product  of  this  work.  Only  a  modest  num¬ 
ber  of  the  smaller  medals  are  known.  Murtha  notes  the  existence  of  a  6"  diameter  “bronze  model  (we  suspect  his  measurement  is  not 
precise.)  The  example  cited  by  Murtha  is  the  only  other  example  known  to  us  (although  it  is  quite  possible  that  John  Manship  also  has 
one.)  ($2500+)

Robert  DeForest  also 
organized  the  Russell  Sage  Foundation,  the  philanthropic 
foundation  that  financed  many  of  social  work's  First  organiza¬ 
tions,  educational  facilities,  and  publications.  The  Foundation 
published  most  of  the  First  major  social  work  textbooks  and 
the  Social  Work  Yearbook ,  which  evolved  into  today's 
Encyclopedia  of  Social  Work.

In  addition,  achievements  of  an  unusually  significant 
nature  are  considered  and  judged  in  relation  to  the  potential 
effects  of  such  achievements  on  the  development  of  scientific 
thought.  Also,  consideration  is  given  to  distinguished  service 
in  the  general  advancement  of  scienec  and  engineering  when 
accompanied  by  substantial  contributions  to  the  content  of 
science  at  some  time. 

Recipients  of  the  medal  receive  a  19mm  14k  gold  lapel  pin 
and  an  inscribed  82mm  bronze  medal.  Uninscribed  medals 
such  as  this  are  presumably  samples.  We  sold  one  of  the  small 
gold  lapel  devices  in  our  2002  Hansen  sale  for  $333.50  and  an 
uninseribed  bronze  medal  in  our  2003  Litman  Sale  for 
$1437.50.

He  also  designed 
numerous  public  buildings  and  private  homes.  His  crowning 
achievement  was  his  design  for  the  Lincoln  Memorial,  chosen 
in  1912  by  the  Fine  Arts  and  Lincoln  Memorial  Commissions 
for  erection  by  the  U.S.  Government  in  Washington,  D.C.,  at 
the  cost  of  $2,000,000,  and  dedicated  in  1922. 

The  Bacon  medal  is  given  for  memorials  designed  to  portray, 
promote  or  symbolize  an  idea  of  spiritual  concern.  Past  recip¬ 
ients  include  the  Gateway  Arch  in  St.  Louis,  Mo.,  Le 
Memorial  des  Martyrs  de  la  Deportation  in  Paris,  the  Vietnam 
Veterans’  Memorial  in  Washington,  D.C.  and  the  Thomas 
Jefferson  Memorial,  also  in  Washington,  D.C.  It  is  one  of  the 
most  prestigious  medals  in  architecture.  This  prize  medal  was 
first  awarded  in  1964.  An  uncirculated  example  brought

King  comments  that,  “...  as  a  work  of  art  it  ranks  as  one  of  the 
best  medals  yet  issued  for  the  G.A.R.  It  was  copyrighted  in  the 
name  of  the  commander-in-chief  of  the  G.A.R.  and  his  suc¬ 
cessors  in  office.  The  issue  was  limited  to  8500  copies.  The 
first  medal  was  struck  in  April,  1909  and  the  last  impression 
from  the  corrected  dies  July  3rd,  1911. 

There  are  3  obverse  die  varieties  of  this  medal.  The  first  has 
the  words  “Copyright  Davison’s  Sons  Phila.”  under  the  bust 
near  the  edge,  and  the  initials  of  the  artist,  J.E.  Roine,  incuse, 
under  1909.  The  shoulder  does  not  go  to  the  edge.  The  sec¬ 
ond  die  is  the  same  without  the  monogram  “J.E.R.”  A  die 
break  shows  on  the  truncation.  On  the  third  die,  of  which  this 
is  an  example,  the  shoulder  goes  to  the  edge  of  the  medal  and 
“Copyright”  etc.  is  on  the  shoulder.  The  artist’s  initials  are  lack¬ 
ing  on  this  die.  Medals  from  the  first  two  dies  were  struck  only 
in  bronze  while  medals  from  the  last  die  were  struck  in  bronze, 
silver  and  aluminum.

OTACS-  The  Old  Time  Assay  Commissioners  Society  is 
composed  of  members  who  have  served  on  an  Annual  Assay 
Commission.  The  group  was  formed  in  1965  and  issued  their 
unique  badges  and  medals  at  their  annual  meeting  coincident 
with  the  ANA  Convention.  The  Society  ceased  issuing  medals 
in  1985.  Although  the  OTACS  medals  were  not  struck  by  the 
U.S.  Mint,  they  are  often  coveted  by  collectors  of  the  Mint’s 
Annual  Assay  Medals.  For  that  reason,  we  are  listing  them 
here  under  the  U.S.  Mint  Medal  heading.
